It always 
has found a way to increase customs duties—several 
tunes it has had to rescind the increase—and to try 
to justify-its action. It now has a chance to show

M. Sarraut followed this statement up, however, 
with an express wo of hope that Germany. would re¬ 
turn to the League of Nations and alio sign a dis¬ 
armament treaty. “We are ready to say to Germany 
you dayn a desire for peace,’ ” he continued, “so 
does France. We have no wish to humiliate you or 
to threaten you. We are not indifferent to the suf¬ 
ferings of the German people—though Germany's 
rade balance is more favorable than ia ours. But 
'ranee demands of you a sincerity equal to hers.’ ” 

It is to be hoped that Sir John Simon, in » 
aboration with the United Stales minuter, will be 
able to induce Germany to return io the Dis¬ 
armament Conference. The whole atmosphere in 
Europe is more explosive than n has been at any 
tune since the rod of the war. And it should be 
holed, incidentally, that the armaments business u 


paying just aa well as ever, despite the world depres¬ 
sion, for the -aahual statement of Schoaidw and Com¬ 
pany show, a profit for the year ending last April 
of 25.390,000 francs, permitting a dividend of 100 
. francs a share. 

Times Idle these, of course, bring joy to the 
hearts of the munitions makers. To quote the fore¬ 
man m one of the British armament plants, as related 
by Beverley Nichols in his book. "Cry Havoc." "We 
don’t care who is having a crack at whom, so long 
as we get the order.” 

TOOLS, CAPITAL AND POOD 

The crisis in the United States, its relation to 
capital and labor and to the general public, has bsen 
a platform subject of Mr. Owen D. Young, author 
of the famous Young Plan for reparations, on several 
occasions recently. He contends that profits and 
wages must be in balance. “I hear frequently,” bn 
said, "sometimes in high places, such slogans as ’Pro¬ 
duction for service instead of Profit’—as if they were 
inconsistent with each other. They are not; they 
are mutually interdependent. One can not be had 
without the other, and by and large each is a fair 
measure of the other. To get production, wt must 
have both tools and labor. Tools are only another 
namfc for labor.” 

Mr. Young argues further that under any system 
there must be earning, enough to supply the tools and 
keep them fit, just as there should be earnings enough 
to pay not only a living wage but a cultural wage. 
Any failure to do either in the long run means im¬ 
paired service. Capital which over-reaches for profits, 
labor which over-reaches for wages, or a public which 
over-reaches for bargains, Mr. Young emphasizes.* 
will all destroy each other. ^ 

The stark fact of the "crisis" as the average men 
looks upon it is that millions of people throughout 
the world ere starving ie e world of plenty. The 
unemployed man with or without a family has neither 
the inclination nor the patience to weigh up fine eco¬ 
nomic theories. He wants to know whet is wrong 
with the system which obliges him to go hungry when 
there is an enormous surplus of food, when agree¬ 
ments are being entered into to curtail the future 
production of food end other staple commodities so 
that the existing surplus will not be added to. He 
wants somebody to solve the distribution problem. 

RECREATIONAL NEEDS 

According to the Canada Year Book there are 
seven cities in the Dominion with population, of over 
100.000. A recent bulletin issued by the Canadian 
Council on Child and Family Welfare—compiled by 
the divuion which is considering the problem of the 
idle tune of compulsorily idle Canadian and what 
•hall be done about it—takes note of this fact and 
discusses recreational needs for there larger cities. 

The seven communities contained at (he tune of 
the 1931 census slightly lew than twenty-two and a 
half per cent of Canada’s total population, and must 
be considered of great importance in setting and 
maintaining s recreational and recreational-occupa¬ 
tional standard for the Dominion. But there are 
also a the Dominion sixty-three cities with popula¬ 
tions between 100,000 and 10,000, dauified as 
follows: 

Population of S0.400 to 100.000— T cities 

“ at JS 000 to 00000—10 " 

o( 16.000 to 16 . 000 —gg - 

* or 10,000 to 16 . 000-61 - 

There represent almost nineteen per cent of our 
Pop'll*'ion. and it may be asserted with confidence 
that each of them in its way io qiute as important 
from the standpoint of community life at arc the 
individual cities of larger population. 

It would be. use lew to claim anything like uni¬ 
formity between those cities, or to suggest that any 
hard and fast programme would be applicable to 
the recreational needs of each, the bulletin goes on. 
They are grouped together largely for the sake of 
convenience, end. because m spite of their difference 
m location, in population, and in climatic conditions, 
the same fundamental need for recreational end rec¬ 
reational-occupational activities for their citizen, 
exists in .every one of them. 

The bulletin points out that the recreational prob¬ 
lem for Canada's smaller cities differs only m degree 
but not in kind from that of the larger cities. Organ¬ 
izing the work is actually simpler m the smaller 
communities, for the deer reason that the citizens 
live cloeer together in every sense. This, however, 
doee not lessen the need for enthusiasm in leadership: 
rather it increases the need, especially when any 
project new to the community is brought forward. 

If leadership centres m a single individual, he or 
she—and the part taken by women m this movement 
ie especially commendable—will require patience as 

well as enthusiasm till a small group of supporter s . 

has been gathered.
